And therefore as Prin- 
ces arc iuſtly zealous in reſtraining the 
outward man, the Prieſts ſhould bee as 
forward in informing the conſcience. 
You know the occaſion of ſuch a medi- 


cation , and this hath pur mee againe ſo 
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ſoone vpon you anda new Text, ſtandin 
engaged for many , which I muſt defire | 
you :0 h:arken to, as Gods meſſage, plea- 
diny for che right of Kings by his Apo-

We haue 1wlt cauſe to examine this ſtile, 
and confne it ſtrict]s ro irs ſubic ; lelt 
viurpers taking aduamiage of the loo! c- 

neſfle 


neſſe ſecreily vndermine the bulwarke, 
which we hope for , and may heere build 
vp. For ſome are readytothrult in, and 
ſhrowd vuder this Title, Biſhops and all 
Spirituall Goucrnours : others , who 
maincly oppoſe that, labour to make all 
temporall Goucrnours equall ſharers;both 
which arc repugnant to the Apoſtles 
meaning , and both equally dangerous. 
Let {pirituall power be heere ſuppoled,and 
(if they be not (ubic*t) yer ſhall temporall 
Princes haue no command ouer the Cler- 
gie, Letall remporall partake in ir, and 
cuery inferiour Magiltrate ſhall conteſt 
with his King. For, for their fafegard 
(according rorliem)as well as the Princes, 
is this precept of the Apoltle, Ler euery 
ſorle be [ubieft to th: bigher powers. And 
hcere is no lubicction, but command al- 
lotred them. For powers, lay they, extends 
its ſclfe ro the ſpirituall power, and bigher, 
in the others ſenſe, lookes onely on the 
people ; and therefore agreeable to inte. 
riour Magiſtrates , who in reſpect of the 


people arc upizzmeſuperexcellentes,cxcceding 
A 3 all 
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all others in ciuill power. For that, which 
weerender Higher, they tran(late, _ 
cellemtes hoping thereby to eſcape the ob- 
ſcuriry and danger of the vulgar tranlla- 
tion , which anſwers our Engliſh. 1 hat 
is Bezaes cenſure on the vulzar Latine, 
(which faith, Poreſtatibus ſublimioribus ſub- 
dita fit ) and redounds to our Engliſh; 
wherein he hath his followers, The dif- 
ferencear firlt ſeemes onely verball, bur 
when we heare them from hence {uſpe&t 


a dangcrous ſence ; we are toſtand ypon 


our guard, and preſuie of a reall diſlen- 


ſion, Giue them leaue to chavge the 
word | ſublimioribus] into ſuperexcellentibus, 
and they thinke they hauc ſufhcicnt war- 
rant, in {tcad of ablolute Lords and Prin- 
ccs,to put in Bailiftes and Conſtables. Ir 
mult bez meant of all Magiſtrates, ther 
hauc power ouer other men, or clſc it is 
Periculoſa interpretatio. And wherin ſtands 
the danger? Becauſe they ſhall bee denied 
to deriue their power from God ? That 
would not follow ; becauſe others are 
herelayd to bee of God, they being nor 

named.

named. Pur the caſethey weredenyed it, 
and had their power allotted them onely 
from Kings, and not immediatly from 
God, as Kinys deriue theirs. Indecde this 
1s thar,which is muchfeared by them,who 
ſecretly labour to curbe Kings; as ſhall ap- 
re anon. Burt is this leſſe then the Apo- 
{tle giues them? S. Peter makes a differcnr 
founraincof power, Submit your ſelues to 
euery ordinance of man for th: Lords ſake : 
Wh-ther it be to the king 48 Supreame ; or Onr9 
Gouernours,4s Ontothem, that are ſent by him : 
1.Pet.2.13,14. Goucrnours, who hauca 
King , may not thinke they ſtand art the 
well-hcad with him; but hauetheir power 
deriued from him. By him arethey ſen, 
and from him hbaue they their authorntic, 
and yer it is from God troo,being a branch 
of the Kings power , whichis immediatly 
from God. Ir is not then a dangerous opi- 
nion, bur the fafelt tructh which they 
wo'ld auoide. 
But we muſt notframe fancies, and then 
fic the Scripture to them by trantlation. 


Indeed ſhould 1 lay this to their charge, I 
ſhould

fhould wrong them: for whileſt they were 
quarrelling with the word , that was the 
occaſion of daunger, Tather en they 
would crre from the original, they pla- 
ccdin anotheralike dangerous. For what 
aduantage hauc they by Superexcellentibus? 
it is not 1a the comparatiue degree, as was 
the other. But hath it not a comparatiue 
ſenſc? Yes as gfeat, or greater: Such as our 
Engliſh , more excellent , or more eminent 
doth not reach ; which Pareus ar length 
c yy. Preciput ramen wiz, the 
Apoltlecſpecially aimes at the Supreame 
power ; ſo the true meaning of the word 
importes : for itis that , which amongſt 
many is ſtill higher then chem all, and ther- 
fore Supreame, which our latter Engliſh 
Tranſlation obſerues in the place before 
cited out of Saint Peter , Submit your /clues 
co the King , * =riz-=. as Supreame. T hey arc 
then #4 wpizxoy , Supreame POWErs _ ro 
whom this obedience is ! wh . and to all 
ſuch, whetherin Monarchie, Ariſtocratie, De- 
mocratie, or other forme of gouernement. 
T his we hauec further warrant for from

our poier ome : for that weemay 
haue Plea againſt inferiouw 
== and ſhew Alle ar laſt againſt 
the Papiſts claimc, that no Spiritual Power 
bath place here, theſe higher powers are 


ſuch, as to whom the ſword of tuftice is im- Rom. 13. 4 


mediatly commited, atthefourth verſe. He 
thatis one of theſe powers, beareth not the 
ſword in Toaine : for hee is the Minilter of 
God , a reuenger to execute, wrath 

bim that doth exill, and vnro whom Tri- 
bure belongeth, at the ſixth verſe: for this 

cauſe alſo you pay Tribute. Both which are 

the infallible markes of Supreame ciuill 

power, bcing parts of the Rights of Maic- 

ſtic. Yee hauc then the perſons, to whom 

ſubie&tion is due. Let vs now ſec, Quis,who 

it is that isto performe it, whom wee find 

exprelſed by Owmis anima, Eucry ſoul.

Quits? Euery ſoule. 
T Hat here the ſoulc is vicd Synechdochice, 
the part for the whole man (as often- 
times in Scripture) preſume needs no con- 
| B firmartion; 
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firmation : But yer there may be ſome ſpe+ 
ciall'cauſe, why he nameth rhe ſoule , not 
the body : which Gorran will hate, Quiade- 
bet efſe ooluntaria ſubieAio, as if he were nor 
properly ſubie&, whoſc body was fitted to 
the Superiours command; and the will, 
which is from the foule, ioynes nor with 
it. And (aietane, ot non ſolum corpirs tothe 
end that Subiccts ſhuld by the way vnder- 
ſtand,that not only their bodic and goods, 
but ipſaanima, their very ſoulec alfo ſhould 
be ſubic& ro their Princes command; and 
as Omnis homo,cuery man; ſo Totum bominis, 
or Totus homo, ſhould concurre to make a 
perfect obedience;for fo our Apoſtle after- 
ward moreplainely : Wherefore, ye muſt be 
ſubie nor onely for wrath, bat alſo for conſci- 
ence [ake. 

The maine thing wee are to enquire for 
here, is to know who theſeare, ro whom 
this command extends it felfe, and whe- 
ther as inthe nore; ſo inthe Apoſtles mea- 
ning, there is an abſolute vniucrſalitic; fo 
that no kindeof men, and no man is ex- 
empted;and ir is worth ourenquity, {ance 
there

there are not wanting who would wreſt 
themſelues our of this number. 

The Anabapriſts at firſt would hauc 
pleaded exemption from Princes, but fin- 
ding by their wotull experience, that they 
could neuer prooue it whilcſt Powers re- 
mained, haue changed their Propoſition, 
and in ſtcad of putting themſclues out of 
Omnis anima, labour to ruine Poteftates, not 
decming them fit for Chriſtians. Theſe 
haue confeſſed their crrour , and faue ys a 
labour. 

Burt the Clergic of Rome, aiming ar che 
ſame priuiledge,& managing their purpo- 
ſes more craftily, haue wrelted it fro ſome 
Princes , which they hauc now lo {ucceſlc- 
fully improucd,that againſt Kings,by vio- 
lent practiſe of ir, and agaiaſt all diſputers, 


by argument they challenge it as their pro- Suarez def 


per inheritance; & maintain tharthe Pope j; 
cannot,if he would,ſubmir himſelfe to an 

ciuill Power : But were the {word as able 
to pleade =_ cauſes inthe field, as Di- 
uines pens in theSchooles, rheirCrownes 
would not ſo oftcn totter on their heads, 
B 2 nor 
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Io 
nor their liues be expoſed to ſuch rebelli- 
ous out-lawes. 

Thar our Apoſtle intended this Precept 
ro the Clergie as well as to theLairie,if the 
words themſelucs cannot perſwade, heare 
the Ancients expoſition of them. $. Chry- 
ſoflome... ſaith, Let enery ſoule bee ſubicf, 

Gn Ariewaady Reoſanione, dr acopimec, Yine wr, thoyeh he 
be an le, yea, though hee be an Euangelit, 
or 4 - ru or whoſoener. Sh 2 
Thether bee be Prieſt ©Bifbop, or Monke ; So 
Theoph. So OEcumenius. And Bernard ad Ar- 
chiepiſcopum Senonenſem , vrging this verſe 
of S. Paul expounds it, Siomnis, &* Deſtra, 
If euery ſoulebeſubic&, then yours. - Quiz 
Vos excepit ab vniner firate? Who hath exemp- 
ted you from this vniuerlalitic? yea, and 
leaues a brande on all his ſucceſſours, thar 
ſhall attempt ro perſwade any Clerke to 
ſuch a freedome , Si quis tentat excipere, c0- 
natar decipere. 

Were theſe {ilent, thecircumſtances at- 
tending this Epiltle would diſcouer is. 
Theoccaſton,itlecmes,” of this ftrit com. 
mand was the hcathens.icalouſic of Chri. 


tian 


ftian ſubicRion, and the infection, which 
the Apoſtle feared , might haue ſeiſed on 
theſe new Chriſtians, from that common 
opinion of the lewes, who were about this 
time alrogether impaticntof any gouerne- 
ment, but what they then expected from 
_ their Mcſhas, For ſuppreſling of the like 
conceit, andclearing of the Chriſtians, he 
addcs this precepr to the Epiltle directed 
toall the Saints at Rome, and therefore the 
Clergie; yea , Saint Peter too, {if hee were 
then in Rome,) el{c had henot ſatisfied, but 
encreaſed the Heathens ſupicion. 

oaine, this may be confirmed by the 
dodrine and practiſe of thoſe times. Our 
Sauiour takes order, that Tribute be paid for Mar. 17. 27 
bimſelfez and Peter: giues direicn to the 
Pricſts ipics togiue vnto Ceſar the things Luk. zo. 25 
that were Ceſars. Saint *Paulappeales to 
cement. And if wee looke 
backeward into the olde Teſtament, wee 
may findethe ſame ſubicion in; Prieſts 
and Leuites, andthelikepowcrin tempo- 
iours. | Judas Maccabeusappoin> x. Mac. 4. » 
anifie the Temple , aftey 4*

and Leuites for the ſeruice of God. Aaron 
is ſubicct ro Moſes, Bur we may ſparcour 
labourtortheſe arguments ; ſince ſome of 
them arc content to acknowledge the 
forceofthem,, and graunt what wee haue 
prooucd. For fo Eſtius to the. pradtile of 
the Apoſtles, Non eſt conſequens, t followes 
nor, it Peter and Paul were then ſubict to 
temporall powers , that therefore Biſhops 
and Pricſts thould be now. Why fo? Pla- 
cuit Principibus ('briftianis : Becaule Exemp- 
tion hath :nce becnegraunred by Chriſti- 
an Princes. What? By the Supreme Pow- 
er.of cucry dominion ? If nor, -then are 
they notexempr from all, If ſo, it is bur 
onely on fauour, and not of due; ſo that 
they arc{till ſubiet,whenany Prince ſhall 
claimeit: Nay,rheyare neceſlarily-{ubictt 
inthe mainepointof ſubicCtion, (if notin 
other circumſtances ) becauſe an abſolute 
free-

freedomeis a detration from ſupremacy, 
which'no perlonean diſpoſe. - | 

Wherefore we may concJude, that peo- 
ple;and Prieſt, andeuery perſon amongſt 
them is included in-omnis anima, and ther- 
fore muſtarrendthe charge thar is giuen,

He faith not ſimply , letit honour the 
powers, or be obedient, butler it bee ſubieF ; 
which includes all parts of duty, which a 
ſabie& owes vnto his King ;; for the ac- 
compliſhing ofwhich, no'ourward a of 
reucrence, or {eruice mult bee wanting : 
and though this may fatisfie the Kings 
command ; 'yer doeth' riot rhis diſcharge 
thee of thy-dury:, which can neuer bee 
true, till che heart anſwer the geſture of 
the body. Diuine-preceprs feaze'nor on 
the body-onely ,- but rhe foule:: TFehpt 


wilt

wilt not then withdrawe thy ſclfe from 
this ſubiction , thou mult adde theſe 
fowre conditions to thy cxternall obedi- 
ence. There mult be in thee 1. Prompritude 
epoluntatis interior, a free, voluntary, and 
cheerefull aſſent of minde. 2. Sincerus 4- 
mor, perfect loue and affeCtion towardes 
his perſon. 3. Filialis timer, an awfull rc- 
ſpect of his power ouer thee, and a filiall 
arc of offending him. 4. Fidelites, a faith- 
full hearr —_— him, whereby thou arc 
conſtantin all bonds of duty to him, and 
icalous of all iniuries by others intended 
inſt him. This is the qualification of 
helubieQion heere mentioned, and when 
thus qualified, itis not arbitrary, left to 
thee, to performe when, and where thou 
pleaſcſt. For Saint Panl propoſeth it not by 
way of aduicc, or direction ; but imperats-

all commands, the Law, which was giuen

ward enlarged, That man that wilt doe pre- 


ſumpruouſly, nor b-arken onto the Prieſt , oy Deut.17.12 


onto the Indge. that man ſhall die. ' But doth 
this command vrgeat all times, and on 
all occafions> Wharf the Prince be wic- 
ked, idolatrous ? The vices of the man a- 
bridge not his power, and thercfore not 
the' Apoltles command. If this might 
haue becnea ſufficient plea againſt obcdi- 
ence, S. Paul might haue ſpared this pre- 
cept, ſince Nero was the power , to whom 
theſe Romans wereſubie&t. Or (to omit 
all othercaſes thatmay be made) what if 
his command be contrary to religion 2 yea 
an army bee rayſed for the extirpation 
of true religion ? This is the true ronch- 
{rone of Rbiection ; and heere( if cuer) 
may a ſubic& renounce all obedience to 
his King. For now is there power againſt 
power, man againſt God, and theubieft of 
both leftto follow cither man, or God. 
This is a wonderfull (trait, from which 
whileſc ſome labour to eſcape by che ſhip- 
wracke of their faith, they turne traitors 
C ro

to God: others by taking the ſword in 
hand, though but ro defend, become re- 
bels to their King: Tharis their ſtile. | 
Whether God be to be obcied rather then 
man,ſhould need no proofe amongſt any 
thar confeſſe a God: and therefore when 
a Chriſtian heares rhe commaund of a 
Prince revs, him ro what God hath cx- 
reſly forbidden , Nature prompts him 
fi an{wer, I muſt obey God; and this hath 
the Apoſtles praftiſc ratified, who coun- 
ted this their ſafe warrant for not yeelding, 
ro the High Prieſts iniunions, Obedire 0- 
portet Deo magis quam hominibus, we ought

ve-bis Do- deed inreſpect of the danger that attends 
mini,ſer.6. >the diſobeying of cither ; for, Hi carce- 


rem (a5 S. Auguſtine) 1Mle gehennam minatur, 
theſe threaten impriſonment onely , God 
hell fire, They a temporall,He an eternall 
death. There is no ſhifting then of Gods 
command, withour the penaltic of cter- 
nall death, and therefore he mult be obcy- 
cdcucnagainſtthe King.

That Prieſts ſhould tell Princes their 
faulrs, we grant ; bux when oy _ vie 
diſcretion, fitting fo grapd a bulineſle;

Gods command, ' Epirituall force is 
the mother of all other, but not farther to 
bee infilted vpon by mee at this time, be- 
cauſe our occaſion was from what follo- 
weth.

How far ſhort theſe conclufons come 
of the leſuites poſitions, I referrero your 
trial by comparing them.

Buch - 
nan, and the fayned Iunius' Brurus are infa- 
mous for this doarin.l could name others 
But this may ſuffice, tharthezeis-(carce ar y 
of them , who arecager for the Presbyte- 
ric ,a8& arc fir inſtructours in this point 


for ſubicts of a free Monarch; and ther-

fore no maruell if our cares bee tainted 
with ſuch dodrine, 

That which I concciue in this caſe for 
truth is, that no ſubic&s may vpon any 
occaſion take armes or vſe any violence 
againſt the ſupreame power, nonot inde- 
fence of religion. 


Whoſoencr refiſteth the power , refiſteth the 


Rom-13+-2 ordinance of God, fayth S, Paul,in the z.yerſo, 


Which place may well ſcruc to confirme 
Princes power ouer their ſubiccts in this 
caſe; for this rule was giuen to them, who 
ſuffered vader a Tyrant, and that for reli- 
gion. It is a vaine and idle exception, 
which Pareus takes at this,«Some argr= 
mentsdrawn from the power of Maiclty, 
ſaying, ſuch Om are bent againſt prizate 
men, who vſurpeſuch power ouer ſuperi- 
ours; for cuery Common-wealth conſiſts 
bur of rwo ſorts in the generall, Prince 
and People, ſuperiours and ſubic&s: thoſe 
who partake not of the Supremacy (as in 
an Oligarchic) arc priuatemen: if (where 
the power is deuided) one take the ſword 
againſt the other, this is as hee is a part of 
x ſupreame poyer.

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Other arguments thar way bee drawne 
4 parte poteRtatum, I forbeare, becaule they

that perſecute you: and the Apoltles, Recom- 
pence to no man enill for euillare not ſuch pri- 
uate yertues,but that they perraine to cucry 
wan;yea,it is the onley badge of their true 
ſubictiovarto Chrilt, if forkis Names ſake 
they pratiſethem. And therfore Tertullian 
in ſtead of aberring ſuch zcalous reuenge,

them. Did our Sauiour'or his Apotles 
cuer withltand che rage of the perſecuting 
lewes?
